Copies of a form letter regarding 
overpayments of subsistence money 
under the on-the-job training pro- 
gram have created confusion In the 
ranks of Magic Valley veterans re- 
ceiving the communication.

The letter, mimeographed except 
for Insertion of the names and sd- 
dresses A the veterans concerned, 
threatens loss of further benefits 
under the ai bill of rights unless 
the overpayment Is relunded. Most 
confushig portion of the letter so 
far as most of the ex-aervlce meo 
are concerned is thst It states, "Al- 
though you have been notified of

la which you are not entitled." 

Cases that have so far come 1 
light show that most of the vet- 
erans had received no previous notl- 
lication of how^uch they had been 
overpaid or how, the refund should 
be made.

BLUNT WORDS FROM BULGARIA 
Ruulan communistn expresses Itoelf on 
world affairs through an Interesting grada- 
tion of styles. At the top are, the pronounce- 
ments of Oeneralloslmo Stalin, a serious and 
sometimes bellicose boss when he is address- 
ing the home folks, but a genial Uncle Joe 
with an everything's - going - to - be - dandy 
phlldsophy when he talks to American In- 
terrlewers. 

Then there are the cold, formal statements 
of Mr. Molotov and Mr. Oromyko. They can 
run International discussions Into a dead end 
or call somebody a liar over such a round- 
about route of diplomatic language that the 
result Is disarming, If not downright aogth- 
Ing.' 

Fravda and Izvestla, according to English 
translations, are neither dull nor obscure In 
their comments.* Their columns seem to 
bristle with exaggeration and vituperation. 
At least one InsulCing adjective— but usually 
miH'e — is the standard accompaniment of any 
mention of a capitalistic belief or practice. 

Kow we have another style of expression, 
contributed by Bulgaria's communist pre- 
mier, Oeorgl Dimltrov. Somehow we prefer 
hU style to all the others. He is neither 
genial, dull nor exaggerated. He Just lays It 
on the line. And while what he says fastens 
dom the Soviet iron curtain even tighter, 
there la nbttalng iron-curtalnlsh about the 
way he says it. 

BulBaria, he promises, won't become a 
"];unplng-o(f point for hostile action against 
our emanelpaton, the Russian people," or 
other "ffiav and non-Slav democratic na- 

tlOM." 

Premlw Dimltjm says he isn't going to 
a>iiptmm opposition parties. But they must 
be a "loyal c^vosltion," which means that 
ttugr armt to raise their voices against the 
plan for eommanlzlng Bulgaria completely. 
Tlie Communist leader says that Bulgaria is 
goliig to have "peace and tranquility." But 
H protnlSM to be a precarious tranquility, for 
In the next breath he says, "Whoever stands 
In oar way . . . wlU go behind bars." 

PerbiUM Premier Dlmltrov'a words In them- 
selTM arent too surprising. The present 
heads of the Canadian and Mexican govern- 
ment! mli^t say. In a more democratic and 
dlplmnatlc manner, substantially the same 
thing If they felt that their countries might 
be used as "Jumplng-oft points for hostile 
action" against thB U. 8. 

However, there is a posslbllty that Premier 
IMmltrov** words might be spoken before long 

other puppet leaders In Austria and west- 
•m Oermany. Soviet expansion Is obviously 
In that direction, and the preparatory work 
U already started. What Is the U. B. going 
to do about It? 

We have a Truman doctrine, which is not 
yet In operation. We apparently have an 
Italian policy and a Hungarian policy, an 
Austrian and a Oerman policy. 

What we don't seem to have Is a clear-cut 
European policy, complete with over-all stra- 
tegy and detailed tactics. The Russians obvi- 
ously do have one, and we believe that Diml- 
trov has expressed some aspects of It frankly. 
It Is going to be difficult to counter that Rus- 
sian policy, which Is bowling along in high 
gear. That Is all the more reason for getting 
the best heads in Washington together—and 
getting going. 



COSSIP ABOUT DWORSHAK 

Wt have been getting reports right along 
that Henry Dworahak, United States senator 
from Idaho, Is gaining in stature in Washing- 
ton. In fact, it is not an uncommon occur- 
rence for Senator Dworshak to be found in 
conference now and then with some of the 
biggest wigs In the Republican party. 

It will be interesting lor the people back 
home to learn that current gossip in Wash- 
ington is to the effect that if Taft or Bricker 
is nominated for president, the Republicans' 
nominee for vice president probably will be 
none other than Henry Dworshak, 

Surprising as that might seem, there are 
several seasons why the Republicans might 
choose Dworahak, The Idaho senator has an 
excellent personality which, with his speak- 
ing abllltar, makes a good combination. He 
eould probably do an effective Job of winning 
western support for his party. 

Then there's another factor not to bo over- 
looked—Idaho's other United Btatea Sfuator, 
Olen Taylor, new doallnh Democrat. Taylor Is 
commanding altogether too much attention 
on such Issues as labor ahd reclamation for 
him to be Ignored by his oppoiinntfl. With 
Dworshak, another woslernor, up for vice 
president, Taylor mlRht find it more difficult 
edging himself Into the spotlight.

SHOWDOWN— But the beale reuon for tbe get- 
together, aa weU ae for the program of equipping both 
Canada and Amerleui forcei with n. S. arms, shlpe 
and planes, Is the prospective showdown with Moscow 
m the fell. 

When Secretary Marshall implements our current, 
an tl -communist crusade by delivering mn ultimatum 
next November, he wants and will need at least ^le 
semblance of a system of continental solidarity to 
underwrite his worda. 

In fact, It waa the Truman-Marshall recognition of 
this elementary, dlpIomsUc fact which accounts for 
the president's recent visits to Mexico and OsiuuIb. 
The two managers of our foreign policy are tryUig to 
consohdat« tbe American continent as an example to' 
wsttem Europe, and as a warning to Moscow, and 
there can be no such consolidation without the pres- 
ence of the rich, powerful and Influential republic of 
Argentina. 

PBOIEST—Presldent ' Truman's new request for 
congressional authority to Inaugurate close, military 
collsboratlon with Canada and the Latin -American 
states ties in with other prepare Uons for an Anglo- 
Euaso-Amerlcan, diplomatic clash, and possibly as near 
a showdown aa naUnts can luve without reeorting 
to war. 

Although the prcqusal caused hardly a ripple when 
broached with respect to Ottawa, his South American 
luggestlon has stirred tremendous protest on and off 
capltol hill, wlt^ Henry Wallace leading the band, 
aa usual. 

A vocally powerful group apparently does not want 
ITncle Sam to train aod aqulp the armies, navies and 
air forces of the western hemisphere so that, If at* 
tacked by a foreign enemy, they can operate as a 
cohesive, effective unit Instead ot a mob. 

(HTOBITION— The opposition's arguments against 
American arming of tbe western continent are fairly 
plausible, to-wlt: 

Hie lowan and his pals appott the Trumaa- 
Marshall scheme because they think it would start 
an annament race on our tide of the oceans. T^ey fear 
that sending weapons to B. A. will enable dictatorial 
governments Ilka Percm's to remain In power, tor they 
would be the reclplenta and beneficiaries of our mili- 
tary bounty. 

"The Wallacera alto smy Uiat the proposed Ueup 
would lead to United States domination ot Latin- 
American reputilics and a.vlolaUon of the "good neigh- 
bor" policy. Lastly, they tear that Russia may resent 
these and other preparations for continental self- 
defense, although the program was adopted at Oha- 
pultapec as long ago as March, 19U, and Stslin Is now 
arranging tbe same sort of setup In the 10 naUons 
which lie behind the "iron ourtaln." 

BALANCE— A fairly eihausUve study of tiia pro- 
posed plan for continental, mUltary unification, how- 
ever, suggests that many of the opponenia have not 
read It or discuued U with Its latolcators. Here, 
briefly. Is the scheme for at least defeiulve solidarity: 

Tha U. B., In consultation. nlUl war oqperts frmn 
lAtin-Amerlcan repubUcs, woiHd decide tho military 
power to be maintained by each nation. Its equipment 
and training. These decisions would be based on each 
individual nation's needs, its economlo resources and 
its role as a member of the Inter- American family. 
Next, from war surplus stocks, we would provide 
modem arms. 

In return, however, we shall receive from each coun- 
try so supplied, weapon for weapon, or the equivalent, 
the arms which we have advanced. Under this ar;. 
rangement, 11 is beUeved that there will be no actual 
strengthening of aiv South American power, although 
their overall and proportionate efficiency will be en- 
hanced. 

However, under this swapping system, the balance 
of power down there, with re.ipect to Its Importance 
in domestic revolutions or wars between ttatee, will 
be preserved. 

REqUBSTS- The U. S. will send West Point and 
Annapolis graduates, as well sa other trained experts, 
only if a nation requests such assistance. 

There is no obllgaUon tor any country to enter this 
compact, accept our eld or limit the slie of ILb military 
establishment. EJven though It approves tha agree- 
ment, it may buy arms elsewhere. Nor do we ask that 
any South American country provide a single eokllar 
It we sliould become Involved In another glotMl con- 
flict Each win make the decision for Itself. 

Washington seen no coercion in this kind of program. 
The White House also anticipates that It will be 
ratified at the Rio conference, as it has been by London 
and Ottawa.

What Henry Wallace says and di>es makes 11 
increasingly difficult to credit tUm with sincerity, It 
csn be done only by assuming him to be incredibly 
stupid, which his record convincingly refutes. 

Take hts latent proposal, for InsUnce. He wants 
Truman to have a conference with fitalln in Berlin, 
which Is Russian-held territory now. If a new Idea 
lu proposer might be entitled to some respect, but 
these oonterencea have t>een held before.

No one who has the InleresU at the United States at 
heart wants another Truman-Stslln conference, which 
would either IsU or result In an American sellout ot 
the peoples of Europe, aa Yalta and Potsdam did. The 
conclusion that Henry Wallace speaks lor oUier inter- 
ests than ours Is virtually Inescapable. He Is u'afty, 
not olupld.- Nampa Tn* Press.

Wallace fell hard for Roerlch, and 
within a year after he got hito the 
cabinet as secretary of agriculture 
had him traipsing over the Mongo- 
lian desert In pursuit of gross seed. 
Two distinguished American botan- 
ists who were sent along were so 
badly treated that the expedition 
wound up hi a bad row. 

Roerlch was not even an American 
citizen but a Russian with a French 
passport. He got into political sltua- 
atlons In Japan and Manchukuo and 
our own state department was ter- 
ribly dlsturtKd because the depart- 
ment of agriculture had Issued 
American credentials to 'a foreigner 
to go'messing around In the trou- 
bled politics of the orient. 

It mu£t be remembered that tome 
of Roerlch's followers In the circle 
hare In New York, of which Wallace 
was an hitimate, thought he was a 
sort or deity, a god. 

At least they regarded him ss a 
•plrltusl master and a supernormal 
Intellect, some ol the letters which 
were written him by his dlsclplM 
used the capital "H" In the pro- 
noun "him," referring to Roerlch as 
Christians do in referring to Ood or 
Jesus Christ. 

Tho goofy Guru letters which 
turned up in the 1838 campaign and 
agahi in the 1040 campaign are sim- 
ilar in tone to the letters from ac- 
knowledged disciples which finally 
found theh- way Into court record* In 
lawsuits tried here and In an income 
tax case agahut Roerlch. 

Wallace enjoyed the protection ot 
secret forces during all these actions, 
but they were Just old. familiar 
Democratic machine political forces 
and nothing occult. His name had 
lo be kept out of the record and 
thus out of the papers. Otherwise, 
he might appear before the public 
as a blithering slob. 

Wallace projected his Influence In

In the liKome tax cose. Roerlch 
hi Bbsentla, lost by a hairline deci- 
sion. Roerlch .had given Horch a 
complete power-of-attomey to coo- 
duct hii business while he waa away. 
Horch held Roerlch In his power 
and Roerlch's lawyers In tha tax 
case charged Horch with 'tad faith 
as a vindictive Informer." 

' The board finally held that Horch 
was not an Informer but admow- 
leged that he did give bifotmatlon 
agahut his old master which was 
his only by reason of bis fiduciary 
position under the power-of-attor- 
ney. 0 

Horch was not as powerful or as 
Important In the new deal as Henry 
Wallace, llierefore he could be

Early Move in 
Rail Rates Cut 

POOATELLO, June 30 (A^— The 
Idaho FarmBureaufederatlon today 
requested the Interstate commerce 
comnUaslon to take action before 
next month on an application to 
lower rail rate* for the movement of 
grain from Oregon, Idaho and Utah 
to the Paelflo coast. 

In a letter to 100 Secretary W. P. 
Bartel at WasUngton, O. 0„ At- 
torney Alfred 0. Cordon, represent- 
hig the bureau, requested the ded* 
ston "before southern Idaho's 1M7 
gram crops, estimated at WflOOfiV) 
bushels begin to move to mar- 
ket by rail next month." 

Cordon said growers seek a lower- 
ing of rail rates and removal of 
transit restrictions and charges in 
California. They also ask the estab- 
Ushment of Joint ratee to Seattle 
and Portland through Butte, Uont, 
Yakima, Wash., and Pendleton, Ore., 
and Joint rates to Califomta 
through Portland, Klamath Falls 
and Bend, Ore. 

Aa a result. Cordon said, "this 
decision will t>e of great importance 
to southern Idatio growers of wheat, 
oats and barley." 

The Pocatello attorney said the 
case has been pending for more than 
one and one-half years' since a hear- 
ing in Pocatelld Nov. 13 to 17, IMS.

Growing prospects of a nation- 
wide shipyard strike next week and 
rejection of a five per cent wage 
increase offer by leaders of 80,000 
AFIj seamen on the Atlantic and' 
Gulf coists darkened the picture. 
Strike -Only EeeoHrs^ 
Charles Leone, regional director 
of the CIO Marine and Bblp Build- 
ing Workers union, said a strike of 
100,000 shipbuilders and ship repair 
workers appeared "the only re- 
course." 

He accused the Industry of "gang- 
ing up on the tmlon," which has 
scaled down to 11 cents an hour 
its original demand for a 3S-cent 
hourly, pay hicrcase. Union con- 
tracts with shipyards expire "Mon- 
day. 

AFL Beieels Offer 
Jf P, Shuler, secretary of the 
APL Seafarers International union, 
aald he . had rejected flatly 

offer of 13 AUantlo and Oulf c 

■hlpllne operators to match the five 
per cent wage Increase which ended 
the OIO Bitdown strike. 

Shuler said he submitted a coun- 
ter-demand for a 30 per cent in- 
crease and adjustments in OTcrtlme 
pay and meal allowances,- ^Ther* 
was no direct strike threat and 
negotiations continued. The SIU< 
contract does not expire until Sept. 
80 but contains a unique clause per- 
mitting wage negotiations at any 
time.
